''(f) The allowance will be granted from the date the award lor excep¬ 
tionally meritorious service is notified in the Gazette of India and 
unless it Is forfeited for misconduct, will continue for a period of 
five years from the date of notification of such award. The addi¬ 
tional monetary allowance for a further meritorious act will also 
continue for a period of five years from the date a further award for 
exceptionally meritorious service is notified in the Gazette of India 
and it will run concurrently with the first monetary allowance if the 
period of the first allowance has not expired 0 . 

“(S) If a person loses his life in the performance of meritorious service 
qualifying for the grant of a monetary allowance, his widow or depen¬ 
dents will be entitled to the monetary allowance for a period of ten 
years or till the remarriage of the widow, whichever is earlier, from 
the date the award is notified in the Gazette of India 0 

2, These orders shall take effect from the 26th of January, in the year one 
thousand nine hundred and seventy two.
